We learn from Mr. Baker, editor of the

- NEW MEXICO.—Gen. Homilton, of Tex- 
as, stated ir. the house of representatives 
on Friday, that New Mexico could never 
become permanently a slave state,because of 
natural obstacles.— Chicago Journal. 


Whv, then, does Texas, aud the other se- 


ceding states, insist u;uu 'dissolving the 
Union, unless they can bave slavery pro- 
protected in this territory, which it is said, 
"could never become permanently a slave 
'state on account of natural obstacles "? 
Neither can we understand .why the south 
can be propitiated, by the surrender of ter- 
ritory so worthless to them, to ibrego their 
determination to dissolve the union. 
There 


is something strange in the position of the 
factions ou this subject. 
The republicans 


are told that they are fanatical if they in- 
sist upon the exclusion of slavery from the 
territories ; that somethina must be yielded 
to conciliate the south, and that something 
.must be the most important principle of tho 
Chicago platform. At the same time Mr. 
Hamilton of Texas declares that all we are 
called upon to give is valueless to the south I 
If'this.is the case does it not show that the 
prospective exclusion of the south from the 
territories is no excuse at all for the seces- 
sion of the cotton states. The men who 
insist upon this hollow and useless right to 
continue New Mexico as a slave territory, 
are insincere. 
They use it, wo believe, 


merely as a cover for a long settled design 
to break up the Union. 


It is. said that we must concede New 


Mexico to slaverf to conciliate the border 
slave states. They know, if what Hamilton 
says is true, that their demand is a sham— 
a false pretence; and if they stubbornly 
unite with the cotton states to break up the 
Union merely to obtain a concession which 
has no value, then, it follows that they con- 
sider the Union of just as little worth to 
them as the right to take their slaves into 
a territory '-'which can never become per- 
manently u slave territory."

Raid upon Washington. 


[Special correspondence of tha Chicago Tribune.] . 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3d. 


The excitement and alarm in relation to 


the seizure of this capital by the insurgents 
in Virginia an.d Maryland, have been again 
.provokod by recent developments made to 
Gen. Scott and tho Cabinet. 1 speak that 
which 2 know, when I say that the fancied 
security of the week past has given way, 
and that in the circles composed of men 
•whose business it is to guard this place, fche 
utmost apprehension exists. The alarm, 
wisely enough, has not been communicated 
to the-public ;; hence the property-holders 
and others here who have permanent inter- 
est in the prosperity of the city still fancy 
that the storm has passed over and that 
they may go to bed in peace. 
But there is 


no doubt that a widely extended conspiracy 
for the armed occupation of Washington 
exists; and that to that end the minute men 
of two adjoining states are drilled, now, as 
the time approaches, daily. The plaii is 
supposed to be to bring into the city quiet- 
ly before a given day, a sufficient number 
of secessionists with arms, and on a pre- 
concerted night and given hour, come forth 
from their hiding places and take possess- 
ion of the great public buildings—the cap- 
ital, the post-office, the war and navy de- 
partments, &e.—and, as each, one of these 
has the strength and solidity of a first-class 
fortification, hold them, as they might, un- 
til reinforcements could come. 
Letters 


setting forth these plans with great partic- 
ularity are constantly coming to the officers 
of the Cabinet from all parts of the south. 
They are from sources which entitle them 
to the utmost respect, ancUhey are address- 
ed.to men who cannot bs fooled by bug-a- 
boos which alarmists invent. Sufficient for 
me to say that they are, after being com- 
pared with each other, sifted out and exam- 
ined, as far as practicable, in regard to their 
alleged facts, convincing to the military men 
here5; and that Gen. Scott has made them 
and the result of his independent observa- 
tions the subject of a communication to 
the president as commander-in-chief, in 
which he does not hesitate to declare that 
the safety of the city is imperiled and that 
against the forces in organization for attack, 
he cannot answer for its safety.with- the 
means at his command. . The president is 
still vascillating and doubtful—promising 
to-day and retracting to-morrow—advising 
with Scott and Holt in the morning, and 
sending for "Slidell .in the afternoon. 
He 


will not see, cr, seeing, wilfully disbelieves, 
the danger; and hoping.that- nothing will 
be required, leaves everything undone.— 
There are abo.ut -seven hundred troops in 
the city, with some twenty-four pieces of ar- 
tillery; but in the event of trouble they 
would 'not be promptly backed by the mili- 
tia of the District; and by themselves they 
are far too few to stand against the over- 
powering force that Maryland and Virginia 
would launch against (them. But General 
Scott is as untiring as he is zealous, and 
whatever he .can get permission to do, he 
will do with an eye single to the peace and 
safety of the country; and it is possible 
that his preparations may be so complete 
before the day of the contemplated attack 
comes, that the treasonable effort will be 
indefinitely postponed. We shall see.

A steamer arrived here on 


Saturday from Philadelphia, bringing late 
papers from the North. 1 see by them that 
the government are going to put down this 
disunion, and also that the fort at Key West 
had been taken by the disunionists. I wish 
to let you and all the people in Newport 
know that Fort Taylor cannot be taken 
by the . whole south put together. 
The 


fort is impregnable. It is twelve nun- 
dred feet from the shore, and has but one 
entrance, which is from the land, over a 
narrow bridgato a drawbridge, which can 
be shut up in a minute,if necessary. Then 
there is nothing but water around the fort; 
it commands the town, and could blow it 
down in thirty minutes. It is in the best 
condition for a fight, of which, however, 
there is no danger. 


The men worked last Tuesday to stop up 


all the port holes on the lower tier, which 
are twenty feet from the water. 


The fort has seventy 8 inch Colnmbiad 


guns whicli will send a ball or shell four 
milas ; twenty 24 pound howitzers, which 
flank the fort; twelve 12 pound howitzers, 
and a company of artillery.

cation now with him. The landing, or 
wharf, in the rear of the fortress, is said to 
be countermined so as to blow up an as- 
saulting party, and hand grenades supplied 
in great abundance to throw on them from 
the ramparts. . It is, therefore, evident, that 
if Sumter is attacked there will be a terrible 
sacrifice of human life, even should the most 
favorable anticipations of our citizens be 
realized.—.BeiWuttwe American, Charleston 
Correspondent.

survey and general quarters, superintended 
by flag officer Preudergast, was then held 
ou the Cumberland corvette, ,tha Sabine 
frigate, and St. Louis. A sham boat battle 
was soon after improvised off Sacrificio, 
when the usual routine of action was gone 
through with. 
A critical examination of 


the condition of the sqaudron "demonstrat- 
ed the fact that every ship was short of pro- 
visions and that it would be madness to 
send them probably on a hostile mission in 
such a s'tate. 


The impression prevailed extensively that 


the vessels would go to Havana for provis- 
ions, and there obey the instructions of Mr.

New York Commercial Advertiser gives 
some interesting statements in regard to 
the chaplain who made the prayer at the 
raising of the flag at Fort Sumpter : 


" The Rev. Matthias Harris is a chaplain 


in the United States army, and was the man 
who offered the solemn prayer when the 
Ameridan flag was hoisted by Major Ander- 
son over Fort Surapter. He was born in 
Maryland, is connected with a slave-hold ing 
family, has resided about ten years in South 
Carolina, and by those who know him is con- 
sidered one of the best of men.
